Q Hereas there was (and is) a loyal partie, which through all hazards and extremity in defence of the Kings Perſon, Crown and Dignity, the 
d Rights and Privileoges of Parliament, the Religion, Laws, and Honour of the Exgli/hNation, did bear Arms, by Command of His late Ma- 
jelty of cyer bleſſed Memory, according to their duty, and the known Laws of this Land, And with unwearied Courage, Faith, and Con- 
ſtancy, with their Lives and Fortunes did oppoſe that Batbatous Rebellion raiſed againſt his moſt Excellent Majeſty in the year 1642. by

Afcer your ſerious review of this preamble to your own At(which we Here humbly offer, and re. mind you of) we doubt not but you will find your own 
Honour and I uſtice, as well as out hopes of fu: ute well. being, concerned in what is to be done for us, Now the Kingdom is reſtored to peace, and all thole 
wounds made by Wart, Peſtilence and Fite, by Gods infinite goodneeſs ia ſo good a way of healing up. Now that the Accuſer is caſt out, · Now that there 
is ſo excellent an underſtanding between His Majelty and his Parliament, as hardly any age or Hiſtory can patallel .- Now that the whole proſpect of all Af- 
fairs, and outs, ſtand ſo fair before you, And, (which we exceedingly rejoyce to ſee) that the whole frame and bent of all your Ju and Noble ſpirits, ſtands 
ſoready and well inclined to take us, and our too-long-diſtrefſed Cafe into your ſerious, and favourable Conſideration, ſo as now, once for all, to ſettle us 
that ſurvive into ſuch a way, and ſafe from all oppreſsions, that we may have real matter for a ſerious and laſting rejoycing fer the remainder of our dayes. 

Give us leave therefore, at ſuch an humble diſtance as becomes us, to preſent to your view, and moſt ſetious conſideration, ſuch reaſons of our paſt 
ſufferings, as may alſo lead to the way of our ſuture preſervation. 

1. Our unfeined, unalterable Fidelity. and the Enemies malice and revenge by a lau leſs Tyranny, undid us once and again: And yet even then we rejoy. 
ced in our ſufferings, and the certain hope of a Reward temporal and eternal. | 

2. At, and evet ſince his Majeſties moſt happy Reſtauration, we (by the means aforeſaid ) being brought to great milery and poverty, were found mony 
leſs, and (o incapable df buying any places or cflices Military or Civil, and it is miſerably apparent that without mony none could be had. Thus, (and by 
the evil workings and advices of ſome that had no rightreaſon tobe our enemies) we were laid aſide, and fo were more and more undone, and all thoic 
expectations whereon all our out ward hopes and comſotts, in the time of our former ſufferings depended, laid waſte, and made (at leaſt for that time, and as 
to the then prelent appearance ) fruſtrate ; a thing harderto bear then all our former misfortunes: yet that we have born this alſo with no mean degrees 
of humble and patient ſubmiſſion, is manifeſt, but our hopes ill are, that God and You will joyn to make that promile true in act, That the deep 
ſighing of the poor ſhall not periſh for ever. 

3. That when his Majeſty and this Parliament, maugre all the open or ſecret advices or actings of thoſe that without cauſe were our Encmics, did take 
us into their Juſt Care and Conſideration, and did, by the Act beſoreſaid, give us the 60000/, and the tax upon Offices at 1 2 per cent. in 13 months accor- 
ding to theit higheſt value, not only of their teſpective Salleties, but of all their perquiſits and profits allo : which tax ſo laid, and ſo levied, is demonſttably 
worth near twenty times as much as ever we had fort: yet into ſuch hands fell the final management of this buſigeſs, and ſo it was managed, that we had 
at leaſt four in every five falle pretenders thruſt in among us, to our ceſiuction every way: by all which means ( atterabcur three years daily waitings to 
our farther undoing )all we got was only forty dayes pay accotding to each mans teſpective quality, and moſt men were cozencd of a conſiderable part 
of that alſo, to the miſerable and final gelleuction of very many. and the wreeched languiſhment of us that remain. Which 40 dayes pay. we humbly hope, 
ſhall never be judged by the Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Mercy ot his Majeſty and this Parliament, tobe a ſufficient compenſation for (now) about 25 years ſuch 
ſervice and ſufferings, and for Gentlemen by ſuch means drawn don ſo low, lo neceſſarily indebted, ſo diſtecruited; our ſufferings being allo fince augmen- 
ted by thoſe miſeries, Wart, Peſtilence, and the Conflagration, mu t needs be known to bring upoa men out of emptoyments, and languiſhing under ſo 
great and long wants, even of the moſt immediate neceſſaties of life, roo frequently, and whoſe private friends were tired out long ſince : Do but turn the 
tables, and think what you would deſire, or expect, were you which God torbid, and preſerye you from ) in out condition. 

4. Thatthcre was a very great miſtake and abuſe in the manage of that buſineſs, by ſome few ſelf ended men, that had, (unkappily for us) gotten the 
power, or opportunity to do us wrong, into their hands, we do, and mult to our great loſs and grief acknowledge, · But that the great Wiſdome, Juſtice, 
and Mercy of his Majeſty and both Houſes of Piu ent ſhould let them go free that did the wrong, and — us to whom the wrong was done, by ma- 
- king thoſe miſcarriages any argument why ycu fhould not do more, not do beiter for us, ſuch is our conſtant confidence in the Wiſdom, Juſtice, and 

Mercy of his Majeſty and both Houſes of Parliament, that we do not ſo much as doubt or fear. 

5. That we humbly offer it to your Wiidoms, whether there be any hope of relieving or rewarding us, by the reviewing, reviving, and te- enforcing 
that AR, for. — 1. No ſmall part of the mony already reccived is already paid away irrecoverably, to thouſands of falſe Pretenders; and 2. much, or all of 
what remains (according to the account yet given) is to be paid to ſome few true men, but to greater numbers of falſe pretenders, that have not yet recei- 
ved the firſt 40 dayes pay. 3. The tax upon Offices, though of great value tightly aſſeſſed and levied, yet there are theſe following difficulties attends it. 

1. The greatneſs of the numbers, and perſons tax:ble, with whom we are neither able nor willing to conteſt, 2. The offices lye fo ſcattered ovet the 
whole Kingdome, that the new aſſeſſing and Collecting will be a work of long time, and our neceſſities are preſent, great, and urgent. 3. If (as we know it 
eithet᷑ is or will be pretended) all, or moſt of thelc offices have been alrcady taxed, (how lightly ſocyer) it will be very difficult and troubleſome (if at all 
poſſible) to get them retaxed, and to the full value; cſpecially if the way of taxing, and the taxcrs be the ſame that was before. 4. Since that tax was laid, and 
the 18 months expired,thereare no ſmall numbers dead or removed, and the new will not pay for the old, nor the living for the dead. Therefore neither 
preſſing for it, nor denying it, we humbly fubmir both ir and our ſelves to the Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Mercy of his Sacred Majcſty,and both Houſes of Parlia. 
ment; and beg lea ve humbly to offer fatther our humble ſence to be, Ihat the proſecution of that Act is not the way to produce for us a ſpeedy and eſſedu- 
al relief and compenſation: That the beſt way we can find is, for us to ask, and you to grant, ſomething de novo, by ſome bill or bills by us preſented, and 

: by your Wiſdoms poliſhed and eſtabliſhed : And that the, ht ſo to be granted, will then moſt ſeaſonably appear, when your Wiſdoms and Pious zeal ſhall 
either find it out, or that you will be plcaſed to accept our humble and faithſul endeavours to eaſe you in this point, by finding, and humbly offering ſome 
fit thing or things, and that you will pleaſe, according to your Wiſdoms and Power, in fome way to ſecure us. that what we ſhall ſo offer, (hal pals, unleſs 
there be great reaſon to the contrary, and that no perlons or intereſts ſhall openly or ſecretly raviſh it from us: And that (the former wa y or rule of inſpe- 
Qion being laid away) we may have a more near and ſure iule for inſpection for the future. | 


The ſum of our humble Supplication therefore is, That there may be appointed for us, a peculiar, and ſelet# Committee of both Houſes, and ſo having power 
to give an Oath, and Wherein may be none of thoſe under whoſe evil management the buſineſs formerly ſell, lit any should be both Indge and Party: 
And that ſome few choſen men of the Petitioners, inthe behalf of all the reft, may have leave from time to time to make their «Addreſs to that 
Committee, and by ibem, and their report to both Houſes of Parliament : Aud that none may be intereſſed in, or imtrufted with our buſineſs, but eur 


ſelves, or our en Truſtees, Which will caſe you, and beiter aſſure we,
